General Harrington, the British 
commander-in-chief in the Near East, 
warned Kemal Thursday that an in- 
yasion of the neutral zone by the 
Turks would be considered an act of 
war. 

The increasing nervousness of Eu- 
ropeans here reflects an atmosphere 
pregnant with possibilities. The civil 
population of Chanak, where the Brit- 
ish are strongly entrenched, is being 
evacuated. It is reported that Gen- 
eral Pelle, the French commander, has 
been unsuccessful in his attempt to 
conciliate Kemal Pasha. 

British military forces are actively 
engaged in consolidating their posi- 
tions. These forces are concentrated 
in three sectors: 

1, Chanak, British deatchments are 
strongly entrenched in a position here 
which commands entrance to the Dar- 
danelles. Destroyers are anchored in 
the straits nearby. ‘The British gen- 
eral commanding the district consid- 
ers he is adequately prepared to with- 
stand an attack.

One Modification. 


The injunction bill differs but little 
from the restraining order. Its 
terms have, in some cases, been made 
more binding and its phraseology clar- 
ified in doubtful passages, but with 
one exception, it is every bit as dras- 
tic as the order now in force. 

The one outstanding modification 
iz a paragraph specifically asserting 
“that nothing contained herein shall 
be construed to prohibit the use of 
funds or money of any of said labor 
organizations for any lawful purpose, 
and nothing contained in this order 
shall be construed to prohibit the ex- 
pression of any opinion or argument 
not intended to aid or encourage the 
doing of any of the acts heretofore 
enjoined or not calculated to main- 
tain or prolong a conspiracy to re- 
strain interstate commerce or the 
transportation of the mails.” 

The paragraph forbidding picketing 
in the vicinity or near the places of 
ingress or egress of places where 
railroad employees are requwred to 
work has been extended to iraclude a 
ban against picket posts “along the 
ways traveled by said employees” to 
and from their work.

Unanimous Support. 

Seeking, as it purports to do, to put 
an end to lynching, the bill bas the 
unanimous support of the _ senate. 
Especially is this true of the southe?n 
members. It bas not been condemn- 
ed on that score, but ratner has been 
praised. If the measure offered any 
constructive method for combating the 
evil, it would find southern members 
of congress its strongest advocates, all 
of whom deeply deplore sv b acts, and 
the whole nation for that matter. 

However, instead of having this as 
a real purpose, the bill is considered 
nothing more than a display of poli- 
tics, which will not correct the diffi- 
culties aimed at. In addition to this, 
it is looked upon as a means of plac- 
ing the senate in further disrepute 
by passing laws which have the as- 
surance of being declared unconsti- 
tutional by the supreme court before 
their enactment. The result, it is 
pointed out, would be to give radical 
members of the body like La Follette 
and others, the opportunity to con- 
demn the nation’s highest tribunal 
before the public for over-ruling laws 
which congress has passed. 

At the time the anti-lynching bill 
passed the house, not more than 10 
per cent of the members voting for it 
believed it constitutienal, and every 
member of the senate judiciary com- 
mittee expressed doubt as to its con- 
stitutionality before it was reported 
there. Only two members of the com- 
mittee thought their doubt was strong 
enough to have a supreme court rul- 
ing. Every other member declared 
privately it was unconstitutional. 


For Political Ends. 

The measure was reported out only 
after republican candidates for re- 
election stressed its importance polit- 
ically, a subcommittee having already 
reported it unfavorably to the com- 
mittee.

According to further 
reports, when the full committee got 
the bill only twu senators, Sterling, 
North Dakota, and Shortridge, of Cali- 
fornia, expressed belief in its con- 
stitutionality. With every other mem- 
ber of the body certain that the meas- 
ure would mot stand the test of the 
supreme court, observers thought the 
report would be unfavorable. 

Word Was Passed. 

But word was passed along the line 
that if the report were made nothing 
would come of it; that it was desired 
simply as a political gesture, which 
would be sufficient for the primary 
elections, impending. 

With this, the bill was reported 
favorably, Senator Shortridge writing 
the report. What observers look up- 
on as highly amusing is a clause in- 
cluded by Senator Shortridge which 
says: 

“The committee has devoted much

Careful study of the proposed 
league of nations before the treaty of 
Versailles was concluded, Justice 
Clarke said, left him with the pro- 
found conviction that unless some 
league were formed other wars must 
soon follow, with results disastrous 


to America and to markind. : 

“What has happened sinee,” he 
continued, “so confirms me in that 
conviction that I think it no over- 
statement to say that unless our civili- 
zation shall, at an early day, devise 
some means of making an end of war 
—war will make an end of our civili- 
zation. 

“It is a surface judgment which 
regards the result of the election in 
1920 as final against our government 
joining the league of nations. I re- 
fuse to accept it as such. 

Believes Majority Favorable. 

“For two years now, church people, 
wherever they have met in large num- 
bers, have resolved in favor of a 
league of peace; college and school 
teachers in their conventions are con- 
stantly doing the same thing; and 
societies of women everywhere have 
declared in favor of such a league.

of Ford workers throughout the coun- 
try who daily, since the shutdown, 
have scanned the newspaper headlines 
in their eagerness to learn when their 
wages would start again. 

Edsel Ford in his telegram, copies | 
of which were dispatched to every 
Ford assembling plant in the country, 
said the interstate commerce commis- 
sion’s latest order permitting the flow 
of fue] to automobile plants previously 
put in the non-essential class, made 
it possible to obtain a sufficient supply 
of the class of coal required to operate 
the Ford enterprise.

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Fire Prevention 
Day tor Nation 


Washington, September 21.—Presi- 
dent Harding today issued a procia- 
mation designating Monday, October 
9, as National Fire Prevention day. 
The fire waste i- the United States 
year after year, tne president declar- 
ed, reaches appalling figures. There 
onght to be especial effort, he added, 
to minimize such losses. 

The text of the proclamation fol- 
lows: 

“It bas become a nation-wide cus- 
tom to observe October 9, anniversary 
of the great Chicago fire of 1871, as 
National Fire Prevention day; and, in 
recognition of this excellent precedent, 
I am herewith directing the attention 
of all citizens, especially those in au- 
thority in the states and cities, to the 
desirability of continuing the _ ob- 
servance thi< year. 

“Tt has long been a reproach to our 
country that, by reason of poor con- 
struction, inadequate facilities for fire 
prevention, and an all too general 
carelessness about possible causes of 
conflagration, our fire waste reaches 
figures year after year which are not 
approached in any other country in 
the world. Mindful 6f the fire waste 
which is expressed in figures so huge 
as to be appalling, it may be empha- 
sized that in time, when aJl communi- 
ties need to conserve resources In 
hand and to promote production in 
every possible way. theré ought to be 
special effort to minimize such losses. 

“Tl. Warren G. Harding, president 
of the United States, appeal to the 
public authorities of the country, by 
such measures as to them may seem 
most effective, and to citizens general- 
ly, to take steps for the observance 
of Monday.

On Forsyth Street 


With city ecduncil’s approval back 
of the plan to close the Forsyth strfeet 
underpasses, and the interested prop- 


erty owners’ half of the cost practi- 
cally subscribed, it appeared certain 
ursday that this improvement, so 
long agitated, will be carried through 
in conjunction with the erection of 
t' Spring street viaduct.

79,000 ABANDONED 
REFUGEES AT SMYRNA 


Smyrna, September 21.—Although 
eight days have passed since fire 
obliterated Smyrna, 75,000 survivors 
remain exposed on the quay, desti- 
tute, distracted and abandoned. No 
allied vessel has offered to salvage 
this last wreckage of human life. — 

Nearly a dozen warships remain 
in the harbor but none show a dis- 
position to aid the wretched popula- 
tion except the American destroyers. 
Deportations continue and Turkish 
soldiers are beginning to carry off the 
Greek and Armenian girle, leaving 
their parents in a frantic state. 

Sporadic shooting and thefts con- 
tinue. Smoke is still) emerging from 
the ruins. The Turkish authorities 


explain that this is due to the bufn- 


mag of bodies. Dr. Wilfred Post, of 
New York. medical director of the 
Near East relief, has urged the Tyrks 
to bury their dead, in order to pre- 
vent pestilence. He also has appealed 
to them to vaccinate everyone, in or- 
der to guard against cholera and 
smallpox. 

Interviewed by the Associated 
Press today. Dr. Post said: 

“It is regrettable that the allied 
ships did not do more in salvaging 
human life. The work of all the ves- 
sebs con the night of the fire was mag- 
nificant but on the succeeding days 
when the impulee of the great dis- 
aster disappeared there was a lull in 
their energy and spirit. 

“If we had kept up the work there 
would now be no evacuation problem. 
and thousands would have been saved 
which might otherwise be deported or 
killed. Even before the fire, there 
was indiscriminate killing and loat- 
ing. ‘There are so many bodies in 
the streets that I had, on one ocea- 
sion. to alight from my automobile to 
lift the corpse out of the path of the 
car. No words can describe the fire 
as a spectacle. 

“It was like a gigantic scene 
Staged by Nero, or a chapter from 
Tamerlane. It was so vast and com- 
plete that it had every appearance of 
being malevolentty planned in ad- 
vance,

Washington, September 21.—Presi 
dent Harding today signed the tariff 
bill of 1922, making the new rate ef- 
fective at midnight tonight.

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Houses Stowaways 


Comfortable Cave in Liner’s 
Hold Used by Nine 


“Free” Passengers. 


Boston, “September 21.—Many have 
been the methods of concealment tried 
by trans-Atlantic stowaways, but the 
White Star liner, Cretic, docking from 
Mediterranean ports, brought the 
strangest story of all. 


Chief Engineer Hancon Tudor, of 
the Cretic, tells the story. Chief Tu- 
dor dropped through a coal hole into 
one of the low bunkers to look over 
the coal supply. Expecting to land 
on the coal pile he felt himself sliding 
| through a few feet of coal and to his 
surprise, dropped into an electrically 
lighted and fan-ventilated cave, ia 
which were nine men. 

The cave was built of box-boards 
and had been constructed before the 
bunker was filled, the coal bei»g pour- 
ed in on top of it. 

A tunnel had been run to the open 
air and a “home-made” electric fan 
pumped air into it. The nine men had 
a large quantity of preserved food, 
mattresses, playing cards and several 
stools. The stowaways had tapped a 
cable passing through the coal bunker 
and ran their wires into the cave and 
attached several electric light sockets 
and bulbs. 

Twenty stowaways were discovered 
before the vessel sailed from Naples, 9 
more were found on the trip up the 
Mediterranean, and the remaining 9 
were discovered in their cave when 
Tudor crashed in on them.

tinued, “as applicable to cases of this 
kind, where transportation and the 
carriage of the mails is involved, is 
somewhat different from the law 
where so-called industrial disputes 
and strikes are involved. 

“It is the duty of the government 
to compel the railroads to furnish 
transportation. If the railroads are 
themselves, at any time or for any 
reason not able to do so, because of 
interferences, it is the obligation of 
the government to step in and prevent 
any and all interferences. 

Courses Open. 

“The life of industry, human life, 
the life of the government itself de- 
pend upon industrial peace and indus- 
trial peace depends upon uninterrupt- 
ed interstate commerce and the trans- 
portation of the mails. 

“In cases of aggravated and un- 
lawful interference with transporta- 
tion when the railroads on account 
ot the situation conslusively proven to 
bave existed in this case are inter- 
ferred with, what can the government 
do? 
“First, the government can, as in 
this case it did, call upon all persons 
responsible for the interference to de- 
sist and cease to interfere. That fail- 
ing as it did fail in this case, the 
government must decide promptly 
whether it will resort, as it did in 
this, to the civil proceedings for an 
injunction to restrain those who per- 
sisted in the interference. 

Or Disregard Duty. 

“Secondly, it can step aside, su- 
pinely, in disregard of its duty, there- 
by contributing to the continuation 
of the.interference, inviting every 
criminal act destructive of human 
rights, of property, of life and of trans- 
portation and Jet those who bear the 
torch and hold in their hand the dag- 
ger, proceed to the commission of such | 
crimes against property, persons, lib- 
erty and government and when all 
has been accomplished, prosecute and 
punish those who are guilty. 

“In this case that would have in- 
volved years of litigation and would 
have encouraged men to violate the 
law and continue and increase the 
committal of depredations which no 
civilized country and no Christian 
people would tolerate. 

“Third, it could, as was within the 
power of the executive, call upon the 
military power and in the perform- 
ance of its legal rights mow down and 
kill many American people. 

Let Mob Rule. 

‘Fourth, it could adopt a policy of 
innocuous complacency and acquies- 
cence and let anarchy reign and the 
mob rule. 

“The government of the United 
States must at all times be fair, but 
the government of the United States 
must at all times be firm. No freedom 
of speech is interfered with by this 
order, unless it be that speech 
which incites the mob and re- 
sults in the commission of crimes 
and offenses which the government is 
bound to prevent. No minority is 
over-ridden by this order; the majority 
is not made more powerful or domi- 
nating; nor is the minority made 
more subservient. 

“The order speaks for the last word 
of the government and for society and 
civilization through that tribunal 
which guides the way to the destiny 
of the nation for peace and fairness 
and liberty and protection with firm- 
ness and, if necessary, with force.’ 
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Says Officers Claim Discour- 
agement Against Enforc- 
ing Traffic Laws. 


While the results secured during 
the present “no accident week” have 
been gratifying, and the co-operation 
fof the authorities has been described 
as very encouraging, the committee 
from the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
which is conducting the “safety first” 
campaign ‘Thursday gave out a state- 
ment for publication suggesting that 
certain changes in the method of ad- 
ministering the traffic laws would 
not only result in better enforcement 
of the ordinances, but would result in 
greatly decreasing the number of ac- 
cidents for the entire year. These 
recommendations were given out after 
a committee investigating conditions 
had made its report Thursday. 

Roy LeCraw, first vice president of 
the Junior Ghamber of Commerce, who 
is personally directing the campaign, 
headed a committee which called on 
Judge Johnson, Chief Beavers and Dr. 
Vaughn, chairman of the police com- 
mission, Thursday. Other members of 
the committee were Fitzhugh Knox, 
Jr., L. P. Stephens, J. F. Wells, B. P. 
Gambrell, J. B. Lenhardt, and others. 


Talk With Officers. 

Before making their calls on Judge 
Johnson and the others, members of 
the committee talked with traffic of- 
ficers who are on duty to enforce the 
laws. Thus it was that the view point 
of everyone from the police. commis- 
sioner right on down to the men who 
deal directly with the public was se- 
cured, 

One of the defects, so the committee 
reported, was the policy of ‘having of- 
ficers lose the time they spend testify- 
ing agMinst the law violators whom 
they arrest. It developed that an of- 
ficer making a case against a person 
was required to spend time, when he 
would ethervwise:be off duty, in going 
to court to give evidence, and no credit 
whatever is given the policemen for 
the time thus spent, according to the 
committee report. 

Complaint was made from the judi- 
cial end of the line that officers were 
continually bringing in alleged law 
violators against whom they were un- 
able to present sufficient evidence to 
convict. Complaint was made by the 
arresting officers that the cases were 
not handled drastically enough, or that 
evidence was discarded. These com- 
plaints, it was peinted out by the com- 
mittee, could both be honest, and yet 
mean nothing more than that the opin- 
ion of an arresting officer as to what 
evidence was sufficient to make a case 
differed from the opinion of the court. 

While it is not the wish to criticise, 
the chairman of the Junior chamber 
committee, declared that it was the 
idea of his organization to offer, if 
possible, some constructive suggestions. 
The suggestions for remedying the con- 
ditions reported were given The Con- 
stitution for publication, with the 
Statement from the committee that 
they wished to address the communi- 
cation to the city council through the 
columns of this paper, and thereby 
place their recommendations before the 
publie also, 


Committee Recommendations. 


Following are the recommendations 
of the committee : 

o the City Council, Atlanta, Ga.: W 
think. that the present police station facili. 
ties are inadequate and recommend that 
two or three sub-stations be established in 
different parts of the city. We recommend 
also that a recorder pro tem or an extra 
police court judge be appointed, as we 


are made that another judge is necessary. 

We further recommend -that -the police 
officers be given some kind of credit for 
the time which it takes them to go into 
court and testify in cases which they have 
made, as we find that some of the officers 
are backward about making cases , because 
of the time they claim it takes to get them 
tried. The officers state that a great many 
of the cases they make art discharged by 
the recorder after they have spent much 
time and trouble in making the cases and 
testifying in same, 

We also find that the recorder, Judge 
Johnson, says that many cases are brought 
into court without sufficient evidence and 
that he hag discharged 10,900 cases for 
this reason. 

We also recommend that the sergeant in 
charge of traffic be instructed to make a 
tour of the downtown district every day, 
and see that the traffic laws are enforced. 
We find that the law requiring cars to 
park parallel to the curb is violated hun- 
dred of times, and that the officers on the 
beat are not enforcing tots law, as well as 
the Jaw which requires the number to be 
Plainly in view, speed laws and all of the 
Other traffie violations. 

We find traffic this year materially im- 
proved over the same time last year when 
we mage our last investigation, but we 
think there is vast room for improvement, 
and would appreciate your consideration to 
the above recommendations. 

SAFETY FIRST COMMITTEE, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


Many Laws Ignored. 


The junior chamber received a com- 
munication from 8. G. McLendon, sec- 
retary of state, Thursday, in which 
he calls attention to some of the laws 
which are constantly being violated 
because of ignorance of the legal pro- 
visions. Sections 8 and 9% of the mo- 
tor vehicle law were cited in the let- 
ter. Section S provides that every 
motor vehicle shall at all times dis- 
play the number plate assigned to it, 
and the same shall be fastened on 
the rear of the machine, in a position 
8© as not to swing, and shall be at 
all timeg plainly visible. Section 9 
provides, among other things, that ev- 
ery motor vehicle shall be equipped 
with at least two front lamps, throw- 
ing a strong white light to a reason- 
able distance, and a rear lamp throw- 
ing a red light’ plainly visible, and 
that this light shall clearly reveal the 
figures on the number plate. 

His letter concluded: “These are 
some of the plain requirements of the 
Jaw and failure to observe these re- 
quirements subjects anyone to a pen- 
alty or a fine, not to exceed $1,000, 
a chaingang sentence not to exceed 12 
months, or a jail sentence not to ex- 
ceed six months, as provided in sec- 
tion 23 of the motor vehicle law. 
This section is yery brief and provides 
that any person violating any of the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Secretary McLendon’s letter was 
written in reply to a communication 
from J. F. Wells, of the safety com- 
mittee, in which he called attention to 
the fact that many persons were vio- 
lating the laws because of ignorance.

After the defense had completed its 
brief questioning of Mrs. Poulin, Pros- 
ecutor Jellison took up his crossex- 
amination. This led to a clash of at- 
torney’s after which Jellison stated 
he was attempting to lay a founda- 
tion for impeachment proceedings 
against her testimony. Judge Ducomb 
overruled the defense objections. Court 
then was adjourned until tomorrow. 

The session today was more fraught 
with excitement than any of those pre- 
ceding. At one time when Professor 
Tiernan was. being cross-examined by 
Attorney Parker it appeared as if the 
court would have to be adjourned to 
preserve order. 

The tumult resulted from an insin- 
uation by Parker that the professor 
was the father of an illegitimate child. 

“It's a lie, it’s a lie,” shouted Pro 
fessor Tiernan, jumping from the wit- 
ness chair in indignation. “It's a lie 
and you know it’s a lie,” he reiter- 
ated. as he motioned to his wife who 
had leaped at the attorney 1m defense 
of her husband to sit down. 

Woman Breaks Down. 

Another dramatic incident occurred 
when Mrs. Tiernan was herself call- 
ed back to the stand for a few min- 
utes in the afternoon to undergo fur- 
ther cross-examination by the defense 
counsel. The latter attempted to 
draw from her an admission that she 
had confided to Mrs. Poulin that she 
and Professor Tiernan had not lived 
apart until some time after Mrs. 
Tiernan’s alleged misconduct with 
Poulin. 

When the defense attorney asked 
her if it were not true that she had 
made this admission, she fairly sheut- 
ed at him: 

“No, it is not.” > 

She then broke down so’ ng. She 
oceuyied the stand only .or a few 
minufes. 

The defense completed its cross- 
exumnation of Professor Tiernan at 
noon, He repeated the story he had 
told on direct examination, reiterat- 
ing the claim that Poulin had con- 
fessed his guilt and offered to make a 
financial settlement for the expenses 
of accounchment—an offer which, he 
testified, was never carried out. 


Physicians On Stand. 


At the beginning of the afternoon 
session, two physicians were called 
to the stand by the state, one as an 
expert on obstetrics and the other 
as the physician who had attended 
Mrs. Tiernan .at the time the child 
was Jorn.

Radio frequency amplification, that is, amplification of the received 
radio signals before they have been subjected to rectification, has several 
decided advantages over audio-frequency amplification, which consists 
in magnifying the signals after they have been converted into oscillations 
having an audible frequency. One of these advantages is due to the fact 
that tube noises and other disturbances resulting from current vartations 
oo magnified as greatly in circuits employing radio-frequency ampli- 
ication. 

The use of radio-frequency amplification in the reception of short 
wave lengths has its limitations, however, due to greatly increased capac- 
ity effects. The higher the frequency, the greater the effect of capacity 
and at frequencies employed in broadcasting on short wave lengths, for 
example, the frequency of 833,300 cycles per second (corresponding to 
a wave length of 360 meters) the increased capacitances of the vacuum 
tubes. and associated apparatus causes a partial short-circuiting of the 
radio-frequency currents.

Earlier Attempt 
On Choir Singer’s 
Lite Is Reported 


New Brunswick, N. J., September 
21. —(By the Associated Press.)— 
Detectives investigating the murder 
of Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and his choir leader, Mrs. Elea- 
nor Rhinehardt Mills, were work- 
ing tonight on a report that an 
attempt had been made on Mrs. Mills’ 
life several weeks before her body was 
found beside that of the rector on the 
deserted Phillips farm. 

This report, which fits in with 
the theory of personal enmity on 
which the authorities have concentrat- 
ed most of their efforts since the dis- 
covery of the bodies, was the the effect 
that shortly before Mrs. Mills went to 
a hospital for an operation she had 
attended a tea party and partaken of 
refreshments. She left a short time 
later complaining of illness, the re- 
port ran, and when she reached home 
told her daughter, Charlotte, that she 
believed she had been poisoned. 

The name of the hostess at the tea 
party was witheld by the authorities. 
Charlotte refused to discuss the re- 
port with the newspaper men. What 
she said to detectives, if anything, 
could not be ascertained. 

This development, coupled with 
news that James Mills, husband of 
the slain choir leader, had -disappear- 
ed from New Brunswick, furnished 
the high spots in a day that teemed 
with new “angles” to the case. 

Detective Ferguson, of the Middle- 
sex county force, it was learned, had 
been seeking Mills all day to question 
him “further concerning discrepancies 
in the stories told by him and by Mrs. 
Hall, the rector’s widow, and her ec- 
centric brother, “Willie” Stevens. 

When he visited the Mills home 
this morning, Ferguson was told that 
Mills had gone to the cemetery to 
visit his wife’s grave. The detective 
failed to find him there. 

Later, he was informed that Mills, 
broken by the nervous strain under 
which he had been since the double 
tragedy, had “gone away to rest” 
Ferguson said he was unable to learn 
where Mills had gone, but he was as- 
sured he would return soon. 

Believing the establishment of the 
fact that gossip regarding Mr. Hall 
and Mrs. Mills was prevalent would 
strengthen the theory ci an enmity 
motive for the murder—or the theory 
advanced by Detective Ellis Parker, 
of Burlington county, today, that a 
“self-appointed moral censor” might 
have committed the crime—other de- 
tectiyes spent the day visiting various 
members of the congregation and 
questioning them as to their knowl- 
edge of the gossip.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE 
MOVEMENT LARGER 


Chicago, September 21.—The total 
ear lot movement of 14 leading lines 
of fruits and vegetables for the week 
ending September 1 was “~) 405 ears, 
a gain of 1.689 cars over shipments 
of the preceding week and 1.532 cars 
heavier than for the same period last 
year, according to reports by the 
United States bureau of agricultural 
economics today. 

The greatest gains were in 
movement of potatoes, grapes anid 
peaches. Apples. cabbages, celery 
and onjons moved in slightly heavier 
volume than the week previous while 
shipments in other lines decreased. 

Markets showed a slightly stronger 
tone for peaches, pears, apples and 
potatoes, but were weaker in other 
lines. 

The September preliminary esti- 
mates of the New York peach crop 
gave 2,850,000 bushels as the prob- 
ably production compared with 1,- 
700.000 a year ago. Demand for 
peaches was good and markets ad- 
vanced. 

New York apples filled 488 cars; 
Illinois 247; Virginia 173 and Michi- 
gan 157. 
Middle western states are shipping 
about three-fourths of the onions 
moving to consuming markets. The 
total movement was 869 cars.

Trees That Bear Nuts 
Are Latest Novelty 


“Your : 


Albany, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It seems that there is some- 
thing new under the sun, after all. 
Consider two-year-old bearing pecan 
trees. 

It has been contended for years, or 
ever sihce pecan growing becamé an 


and other ; 


established industry in south Georgia, 
that no tree under four years could 
possibly put on and mature a nut, 
and usually they are six to seven 
rears old before then can be classed 
as bearing trees. 

But in one of the young pecan 
groves Within a few miles of Albany 
trees that were planted in December, 
1920, have matured nuts this year. 
They are of the Moore variety, and 
the nuts have dropped at an unusually 
early date. There are yery few nuts 
on the trees, usually not more than 
two or three, but the fact that ther 
are bearing at all at two years old 
is of much interest to growers. 

It is stated that the indicated de- 
mand for pecans this year will be far 
in excess of the ability of growers and 
dealers to supply. The crop is the 
shortest of recent years—about a third 
of normal—and unusually good prices 
are expected. In fact growers can 
sell their crops before gathering a 
pound of nuts at better than the aver- 
age price for the last several years.
